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Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 3, 9, and 14 are objected to because of the following informalities: the 
acronym "PDP" should not be abbreviated at the first type mentioned. The same 
remark applies to claims 9, and 14, for the acronym "GPRS" 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 8 recites the limitation "said second indicator value" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102(e) that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

4. The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 1 02(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e)). 

5. Claims 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Cobo et al. 
(US 6,496,690), hereinafter referred as Cobo. 

Regarding claims 1 , and 1 1 , Cobo discloses a prepaid subscriber service for 
packet-switched and circuit-switched radio telecommunications networks. Figure 4 
discloses the flow of messages between a mobile terminal 15 and the network nodes 
during a Packet Data Protocol (PDP) Context Activation procedure in which the request 
83 (corresponding to activation request message) sent from the SGSN to the GGSN 
includes: PDP type-fig. 5 (corresponding to service type), prepaid (corresponding to an 
indicator value), see column 7, lines 43-62. 

Regarding claims 2, and 12, Cobo discloses the PDP type part and the PDP 
address part. This PDP address part corresponds to a second indicator value. 

Regarding claims 3-6, the request 83-fig.4-5 is the activation request message, 
and the PDP type-fig. 5 is a service type indicator field. 

Regarding claims 8, and 14, the charging id field-fig. 5 indicates a specific use. 

Regarding claims 9-10, the charging records-fig.5 generated by the SGSN and 
GGSN. 
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Conclusion 



6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Josse et al. (US 6,104,929) is cited to show a method and 
arrangement for indicating service specificity for PDP contexts, which is considered 
pertinent to the claimed invention.
